HERUT HAS ALWAYS been the 
underdog in Haifa, which used to be 
known as “red for its solid Mapai 
(later fabour) front. Herut has only 
3.500) paid-up members in Haifa, 
Cohen-Avidoy notes, but in the fast 
two general elections it did quite 
weil. perhaps surprisingly so. In 
1981, the Likud got 47,000 votes in 
Hujfa to the Alignment’s 57,000, 
which was generally conceded to be 
a good showing. “'In that election we 
guined 5 per cent, while a traditional 
Likud stronghold like Jerusalem 
only held its own, and Tel Aviv went 
up by 1 per cent," the local party 
chairman stresses, : 

The HQ covers all the polling 
areas included in the Haifa municip- 
al elections, i.e. the whole of the 
town plus the Kiryat Haim suburb. 

But “our strong point" is the 
working classes and Cohen-Aviday 
and Katz are not just telling them 
that “you've never had it so good”; 
they firnily believe it themselves, 
Both are wage-earners, Cohen- 
Avidev in the Knesset and Katz as 
secretary of the Retailers Associa- 
tion in Haifa. He is also.a Herut town

Most of the minister will be in the 
area during July, al indoor meetings 
in public halls or holels, with each 
speaker assigned by the HQ to the 
location “most suitable” for him. 
Thus Defence Minister Moshe 
Arens is scheduled to give a speech 
at the Dun Carmel, the town’s only 
five-star hotel; Sara Doron will meet 
with women, and Transport Minister 
HHnim Corfu is to speak to members 
of the local shipping community and 
businessmen. 

Aricl Sharon is due with his 
mobile road show, while Prime 
Minsiter Yitzhak Shamir and, prob- 
ably, his deputy David Levy have 
been tentatively scheduled to 
address the outdoor mass meeting 
close to polling day near the Herut 
building. These used traditionally to 
be addressed by Begin, whose ora- 
tory gave the party the last-minute 
boost that has kept it in the running 
in Haifa. Shamir has also pledged-a 
two-hour tour through the crowds in 
Haifa, something Begin never did. 

All these dates are recorded on a 
rather crudely-made board that 
hangs in Cohen-Avidov's HQ office. 
“We're putting every speaker where 
we think he can most influence his 
listeners,” he explains. 

But outgoing Herut MK Yosef 
Rom and his wife Yael, who ran 
ngainst the official Herut ticket for 
mayor, have not been asked to come 
to the uid of the party. 

Cohen-Avidov says that this time 
round they have all but eliminated 
the parlour meetings where minis- 
ters, MKs or other party politicians 


* with “charisma” address small, inti- 


mite audiences and answer their 
questions in the drwing roams of 
private homes. 

“We believe thut these parlour 
meetings are a matter of preaching 
to the converted" and therefore a 
waste of lime and talent, Cohen 
holds. He prefers organizing larger 
meetings which draw the uncon- 
vinced, if in small numbers, and 
concentrating on getting the mes- 
sage across by having voluntecrs 
distribute material in the streets and 
on the beaches at weekends. 


THEY BELIEVE that thelr job this 
time is not so much to convince the 
voters ~ not that many, they'feel, are 
still open to persuasion -- but to find 
the convinced and inake sure they go 
to the polls. This is crucial in the 
poorer quarters, where there has 
been much moving out to better 
housing since the last elections “and 
many don’t even want to go back 
there to vote, especially as they tend 
to vote in the evenings, after spend- 
ing the election holiday at the beach, 
on out-of-town trips and visits,” 
Cohen-Avidov notes. 

So at his HQ, the voting registers 
of this and the previous election are 
well thumbed for address compari- 
sons, and the addresses are studied 
on a microfilm scanner to make sure 
that on election day every potential 
Likud voter gets to the right polling 
station. 

- Although the Likud is hardly the 
runaway favaurite among Arab yo- 
ters, “we.don't intend giving up on 
them eithér,” says Cohen-Avidov. 
Iv Haifa there are an estimated 
10,000 eligible Arab voters “and we 
intend to. get 1,00U votes from

“TL dunt want (0 exaggerate” 
(Cohen himself grew up alongside 
Asab neighbours in Haifa and 
speaks fluent Arabic), “but they 
know that their economic situation 
is better sinve the Likud has been in 
power. Although they haven't made 
any political advances, they are {γος 
ated with more honour, less can- 
tempt and less putranage, on a per- 
sonal level.” 

Cohen, who recently made head: 
lines with his outburst of his “I'd 
gouge out their eyes” outside the 
District Court, when the Arabs sus- 
pected fo the brutal nunder of Dan- 
ny Katz were arraigned, freely walks 
through and even shops in the Arab 
Wadi Nisnns quarter. 

“The Arahs understood what 1 
meant," he insists. “It's an Arab 
expression commonly used, even in 
much less serious circumstances. 
Some tell me that ‘your Jews are 
fools’ for having made such a fuss 
over the issue” (which was raised in 
the Knesset). “They tell me that if 
the accused had murdered an Arab 
boy in such a way, ‘We wouldn't 
have talked about gouging out their 
eyes — we'd have wanted them cut up 
in little pieces.’ " 

At the last elections, the Likud got 
a thousand Arab votes in Haifa, “an 
achievement,” according to Cohen- 
Avidoy. He intends to do as well this 
time round, and is quite confident 
after talking to Arab residents that it 
can be done again. 5

The overall impression is that of a 
well-oiled machine long waiting in 
Preparation for such a contingency.

This sense of unity was evident 
from conversations with other 
volunteers, including some of 
Sephardi origin, who said they had 
previously been Likud supporters.

IF THE HERUT HO looks run- 
down, that of the Democratic Front 
is downright dilapidated. Situated in 
a couple of grond-floor rooms in an 
old and decrepit building in Sahyoun 
(Arubic for Zion) Strect between the 
Hadar and downtown districts, it is 
presided over by Dr. Emil Tow 
Rakah veteran, editor of its literary 
monthly a/-Jadie and member of its 
politburcuu and of the Front exe: 
tive. The office of the softspoken 
historian during the rest of the year, 
it is quite difficull 10 locate. 

This HQ is perhaps the Front’s 
most important operation, covering 
not only Haifa, but all of the Arab 
sector in the Galilee and Tri 
from which the Front draw: 
support. 

The HQ comprises nine members, 
including village mayors, all of 
whom work without pay, and 
Tounia's permanent secretary. They 
meet once a week to plan tactics, and 
have u triple task: printing (in the 
Haifa press of the Rakah daily al- 
Htihad) all Arabic-language election 
posters, leaflets and brochures; 
organizing election meetings in 
Haifa and the Arab vililages, and 
adapting the general policy lines 
from Tel Aviv to local needs. 

Touma says they have “tenough"’ 
nioney, although it is too little to put 
out more than three extra issues of 
the Voice of the Frant monthly until 
the elections, turning it into a week- 
ly for the fight. ᾿ 

One of the leaflets on his table is 
directed’ against Cohen-Avidov's

“Many of these whu don’t care 
enough to come to εἰ pub peeling 
will participate in the more intimate’ 
parlour mecting.

No wonder, At the last election, 
only 68 per cent of Arah voters 
buthered to cast their ballots, four 
per cent less than in the 1077 elee- 
tions. “We are fighting ta reverse 
this trend," says ‘Touma. 

Of those who did vote, 64 per cent 
supported the Front, and most of the 
rest the Alignment. While he makes 
noe comment on Cohen-Avidev's 
claim to 1,000 Arab votes in Haifa, 
Touma states that “our rival is the 
Alignment." Neverthell the 
Front Iso pursuing a “ce 
fight" against the banned 
Jewish Progressive List for Peace, 
mainly because it would, if finally 
allowed to run tthe Front’s vote. 
“IP their policies are as similar to 
ours as Chey claim, why did they ned 
i separate list?" the Rakah veteran 
asks. 

But the Front is ase fighting the 
PLP's disqualification “because we 
want then brought down by the 
voters not the eleetion committee.” 

‘Touma considers the Arab work- 
ers the party's main strength, 
although he stresses the support the 
Front gets from some Jewish voters, 
including intellectuals, us well as 
Arab high school and university 
graduates and professionils “who 
find it hard ta get on in Israel." 

He cltims “lots of volunteers” 
who have offered their services to 
the HO -- “some not even purty 
members," — who are helping distri- 
bute material and updating suppor- 
ters lists su that they cun be brought 
to the polls, 

“Act the large, balding 
Touma siniles, “we're doing what all 
the parties do. Affer all, we all 
learned our lessons from the same 
elections." 

Where the Front differs, he holds, 
is thal ‘we don't have lo write a new 
party platform. Ours still holds good 
from vious clections.” Nor have 
the fu at the top of their list 
changed. “We have no problem of τι 
charismutic luader disappearing.” 

His ic” foreeast is that they 
can regain the fifth Knesset sent they 
lost in 1981. And his “optimistic” 
prediciton, “The sky's the limit.” 


WHILE THE HQ stuffs and valun- 
teers ure gradually working them- 
selves into the election fever thit 
keeps such operations going, the 
Haifa public appears quite indiffe- 
rent. The elections are just not a 
topic. 

Yet, on polling day, the city wil 
undoubtedly cast its usual, higher- 
than-average percentage uf votes.

Weil himself grew up to 
beeome the dominant figure in the 
shaping of Israel's rural sector as ἢ 
lefder of the Jewish Agence 
ment Department and its chairman 
from 1462 amid Hes retirement this 
month.

Weitz became a prophet ~ not an 
angry prophet in the wilderness but a 
visionary standing in the midst of a 
greening desert and exhorling his 
audiences in a booming voice about 
greater wonders yet to come. He 
sometimes struined their credulity 
with his optimistic sweep, and he 
sometimes was proved wrong; but in 
the main thrust of [sracl’s rurat de- 
velopment he not only pointed the 
way but showed how to get there 
from the Lachish Project of the 
1950s to the mitzpini or “pre- 
seltlements™ riding the crests af the 
Galilee today. 

The 250 Jewish settlements that 
existed when he joined the depart- 
ment in 1938 have grown to 1,000

Weitz was bern in Rehovot in 
1913. When the Turkish army re- 
treated from the country towards 
the end of World War 1, he was In 
Sujera, where his futher was working 
us ἐν firay manager. “I remember the 
soldiers Meeing burefaet and bung 
ing on the itun doors of Sejera and 
culling for ekmek — bread, Then 
came the Australiiuns with their hig 
hats pursuing them on motorcycles.” 

In the early (920s the family 
moved tu Jerusalem where Yosef 
Weitz began his afforestation work 
from the Jewish Agency headquar- 
ters. The family lived first in the 
Bukharan Quarter and then maved 
into the third house huilt in Beit 
Hukerem, when it was a distant 
suburb. Weitz would set out al 6 
a.m, every morning with a classmate 
to trudge across the rocky hills for 
almost (wo hours to his school in the 
Bukharan Quarter. The distance 
was shortened somewhat when he 
transferred to the Gymnasia in Re- 
havia. He was with the first group of 
Palestinian-born youths sent for 
farm training (@khshara) at Kib- 
butz Ein Harod. 

However, learning conventional 
furming methods was not sufficient. 
“Thad grown up with this idée fixe of 
studying modern agriculture and 
bringing in elements of science and 
technology. I saw it as the only way 
of creating the basis for what the 
Zionist movement dreamed about.” 


IN 1932 Weitz enrolled in the faculty 
of agriculture at the University of 
Florence. He spoke no Itatian at the 
time; five years later he emerged 
with a doctorate signed by King 
Victor Emmanuel and an offer of a 
Position at the university as assistant 
professor. ; 
The university informed the Jew- 
‘ish “Agency of the offer and their 
request that Weitz continue work on 
his thesis concerning plant genetics, 
The agency leaders. including

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Ra‘anan Weltz, the dominant force behind Israeli rural 
development for more than three decades, has left the 
Jewish Agency's Settlement Department. But he is not 
about to ratire from his life-long work as a planning 
pioneer. The Post's ABRAHAM RABINOVICH reports. 


Ussishkin [chairman of Jewish 
National Fund and second unly to 
Ben-Gurion in importance in’ the 
Yishuv] who said "1 was very glad to 
get that letter. Of course you're 
going to finish your studies and be- 
come a professor and then come 
back." I said to him, ‘I’m sorry, 1 
don't want to become a professor. | 
want to beconte a village instructor." 

Weitz was one of the six young 
agronomists taken on by the depart- 
ment in 1938 for the new “Tower and 
Stockade” settlements being put up 
overnight at strategic points around 
the country. His first posting was at 
Maoz Haim in the Beit She’an Val- 
ley, where three settlement groups 
were lodged in the small stockade 
awaiting the construction of perma- 
nent settlements. The planning of 
those settlements at Kfar Ruppin, 
Maoz Haim and Neve Eitan was 
-Weitz's first professional task, 

With the outbreak of World War 
M1, Weitz joined the British Eighth 
Army, where his knowledge of Ita- 
lian won him a place in an intelli- 
gence reconnaissance unit. He par- 
ticipated in D-Day Landings in both 
Sicily and the Italian mainland. One 
of his two brothers was killed with 
the Hagana in 1946,

his uniform, Weitz was confronted 
with another drama of historic pro- 
portions — the settling on the land 
of tens, of thousands of immigrants 
pouring in from the displaced: per- 
sons’ camps of Europe anu the lands 
«οἱ Islam. Under the then chairman 
of the Settlement Department, Levi 


Eshkol, these immigrants were 
channelled into 500 new settlements. 
1ι was a monumental operation and 
Weitz played a key role, under 
Eshkol, in its organization. 

In 1953, Weitz formulated a re- 
volutionary proposal that rural plan- 
ning be organized on a regional basis 
rather than on retaining the one-to- 
one relationship between central au- 
thority and individual settlements. 
Regional organization would make 
available services through economy 
of scale that the individual settle- 
ments could not afford separately. 
There was opposition to this con- 
cept, which some saw as an attempt 
to divert power from the central 
state to autonomous Mapai strong- 
holds, But the idea was approved 
for implementation at Lachish, a 
large unsettled area open to Arab 
marauders from the adjacent Gaza 
Strip. ἤ 


FORTY settlements were built at 
Lachish, grouped in clusters around 
service centres which included 
schools, At the centre of the region 
was the new town of Kiryat Gat, 
which provided marketing and pro- 
cessing facilities for the produce of

the region, including a cotton gin Ὁ 


mill anda textile plant. Agronomists 
resident in Lachish closely guided 
water distribution and crop growth. 
In setting down guidelines for 
Lachish, Weitz recalls, he had stipu- 
lated indoor plumbing: for the set- 
tler's houses. He remembered his 
own tribulations in Rehovot, when 
he had to use the outhouse in winter. 
Eshkol objected. ‘‘He said: 
*Ra’anan, it won't be.a village with- 
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oul outhouses.” He was a romantic 
like τὴν father and tor hima village 
was the Uktainian vil at his 
childhood, smells and al. In the 
end, Weitz's unnavstalgic memories 
prevailed over Ishka's, 

The Lachish regional concept 
proved se suecesstul that it was ap- 
plied in areas of esisting settlements.

The concept hay even been ap 
plied in the urban sector through the 
ageney’s Brajecl Renewal Depart- 
ment beaded by Yehel Adinoni.

says Admoni, a lormer direetor- 
general of the Settlement: Depart 
ment under Weitz. “The concept 
was expamled to include other 
aspecis of infrastructure itch us 
education, health and social welfare. 
This Ὁ brought with me from the 
Setilement Depurtment.” 


AGRICULTURE in the early years 
of the state look the form of mixed 
farming. Humesteads usually had a 
few cows, some chickens, a veget- 
able plot, and some field crops — the 
main ain being to make the country 
as self-sufficient as possible. This 
was a limited form of praduction, 
however, and sometimes unba- 
anced. A surplus of milk at one 
point led Eshkol, in his wry manner, 
to denounce cows as “enemies of the 
state." 

It was Weitz who suggested thut 
specialized farming should be substi- 
tuted for the more traditional form. 
Farmers using the latest scientific 
methods would concentrate on crops 
that could be processed industrially, 
such as sugar beets, or exported. 

Settlement Department veterans 
says that among Weitz's major con- 
tributions was his shaping of the 
department into a highly profession- 
al organization, with extraordinary 
motivation und clear criteria that 
insulated it in large measure from 

oliticul pressures, or demands from 
individual farmers or settlements, 
for more favourable treatment. He 
also closely consulted with the far- 
mers’ associations in order to avoid 
the rule-by-edict that hud marked 
Buron Rothschild’s settlements car- 
ly in the century. 


WHEN WEITZ first proposed his 
regional planning concept, he was 
considered too young, at 40, to 
occupy the unfilled position of 
director-general of the department. 
He held, instead, the post of acting 
director-general, Two years later, In 
1955, he became director-general, 
and, in 1962, upon Eshkol’s becom- 
ing prime minister, he succeeded 
him as chairman of the department. 
In this capacity he came up with 
the idea of the industrial village, 
when he saw that the importance of 
agriculture was waning. “Only six 
per cent of the population is engaged 
in agriculture today compared to <2 
per cent in the early 1950s but it ts 
producing 50 times more than then. 
Rural values and quality-of-life. 
however, could be maintained, said 
Weitz, in non-agricultural villages 
organized in varying forms of com- 
munal association. Yehie] Admoni, 
who worked under him as director- 
general, observes: “His imagination 
was always working.” ᾿ 
Weitz himself didn't mention the 


᾿ above accomplishments when asked 


~ what he considers his most impor- 


tant work. "I accomplished two 
main things in the last 30 years. One 
was to translate Israel's unique €Xx- 
periment into a universal approach —

Only Daniel Ben Ya'acov knows 
for sure whether the shadowy events 
he describes occurred exactly the 
way he says they did. He appears to 
believe to the depths of his soul that 
they occurred. 

The story began in 105} when Ben 
Ya'acov told five members of the 
intelligence services that [sruel Beer, 
a confidant of Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurion and a senior official it 
the Defence Ministry, was in fact a 
Soviet agent. Ben Ya'neoy produced 
proof that Beer was net all he 
claimed to be, and (hit much of his 
curriculum vitae was a tok fabri 
tion Beer had never been a partisan 
in the Spanish Civil War and his 
academic credentials were fake. 

Whea those in the shadows would, 
not listen, Ben Ya'ucov told others. 
He was always careful tochoose men 
he could trust and, more important, 
men who would be credible witnes- 
ses when the time came. 

Ben Ya'‘acov understood early on 
that he would need witnesses one 
day. He knew that what was happen- 
ing to him was so incredible that his 
word alone would never be enough 
to convince others. 


NOBODY KNOWS exactly who 
Daniel Ben Ya'acov is, or where he 
‘came from. He began to frequent 


ISRAEL BEER, the well-known 
military commentator whose arrest 
on charges of spying for a foreign 
poser has just been announced, was 
orn in Vienna to a family which is 
understood to have been assimila- 
tionist and atheist, His age is 
variously given as 49 and 53. 

Beer belonged to left-wing groups 
in his youth, and later fought with 
the Schutzbund in the anti-Dolfuss 
rising. At (he same time, he gradu- 
ated from the Reinhardt School of 
Dramatic Art, going to work as 
assistant stage director at the Burg 
Theatre. 

When the Spanish Civil War 
broke out, he joined the Internation- 
al Brigade, becoming a colonel be- 
fore (he war was over. At the war's 
end, he accepied an invitation by the 
Russians to become a cadet at the 
Frunse Military Academy. 

Stopping off in Vienna for a few 
days -- Becr used to tell acquain- 
tanecs ~ he happened to get hold ofa 
copy of Atex Bein's bio aphy of 
Theodor Herzi. "1 read Te wit out 
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Jerusalem's coffee houses shortly af- 
ter the War of Independence, hold- 
ing court to a group of people who 
taday, more than 30 years later, still 
remember the mesmerized silence 
with which they listened 10 him. He 
held forth on everything and uny- 
thing. In 1956, months before the 
event, he predicted there would be a 
war in Sinai. Ife mentioned the par- 
ticipants and discussed haw it would 
be fought, He possessed 4 
puedic knowledge of military history 
and spoke eight languages fluently. 


In dress and mimner he stoud out, 
like a rose ina thornbush: always the 
perfect ish gentleman, with an 
accent to mutch, But Ben Ya'ucov 


was net from Englund, and no one 
could ever quite establish where he 
was from. Te did serve with the 
British Army during World War Il, 
apparently as an intelligence officer, 
and he had the scurs to prove it, 

The history of his association with 
the Zionist cuuse is also unclear, 
though he apparently worked with 
the Hagana in England, 

Bul despite the obscurity of his 
background, he seemed to know 
everyone und everyone seemed to 
know him. He would drop promin- 
ent names with un ease that dis- 
counted mere name-dropping; and 
he seemed to be intimately familior 
with the working of the secret service 
and defence establishment. 

He found out about Beer, Ben 
Yavacov says, when he was offered u 
job atthe Defence Ministry's depurt- 
ment of military history, which wus 
heuded by Beer at the time. Wanting 
to know whom he would be working 
for, Ben Yu'acov started checking 
and, according to him, the deeper he 
dug the more it became apparent 
that there was a lot more to be 
discovered. Contacts, whom he 
names, but who cannot yet be identi- 
fied in print, found out that Beer had 
done none of the things he had 
claimed to have done, that his whole 
past was a sham. And then Ben 
Ya"acov made the mistake of his life 
—he talked. 

From that time on his life became 


stop the whole night, and in the end, 
I changed my mind and came to 
Palestine.” 


Still wearing his International Bri- 
gade uniform, he walked into the 
Zionist Organization offices in Vien- 
na, where his appearance rather 
frightened the officials. (Those were 
nervous days in Vienna, on the eve 
of Anschluss.) Beer said he wanted 
to go to Palestine ~ illegally. 

By Beer's own account, he arrived 
in Palestine in 1938 and joined the 
Jewish Setttement Police, His ac- 
quaintances generally agree that he 
was a man who made his presence 
felt, and he quickly rose to an impor- 
tant position in the Hagana. He took 
part-in Patmach training courses, 
and his theoretical knowledge 

roved invaluable and fed to his 

coming a member of the Hagana's 
planning bureau. He fought in the 
War of Liberation and distinguished 
himself as the planner of the opera- 
tion which opened up Galilee.

He was arrested dozens 
of times on charges that never stuck, 
inclyding murder and rape. He was 
beaten up by thugs on street corners, 
Whenever he applied for a job, 
somone else usually got it; whenever 
he got a job, he was fired soon 
afterwards, He was followed and his 
telephone was bugged. His personal 
life collapsed around him. 


BEN YA‘ACOV started telling me 
his story about four years ago. At

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TWO DANCE events will run neck 
and neck during July, prompting the 
question of why impresarios do not 
coordinate their dates better. Both 
aie Buest uppearances fram ubroad, 

‘The Dutch National Ballet opens 
at Ein Hashofet on July (2. It goes 
on to Jerusalem on July 14, to Haifa 
on July 15, the Kinneret Festival 
Quly 16) and the Mann Auditorium 
for a gala to mark Tel Aviv's 75th 
year and for three more perform- 
ances (on July 18,19 and 21). 

A group of dancers, most of them 
members of the American Ballet 
Theatre (ABT), will appear in Tel 
Aviv on July 12 and 14 und then in 
Cacsarea on July [7 and Jerusalem 
on July 19. 


Among the 35 dancers arriving 
with the Dutch National Ballet will 
be their most outstanding interna- 
tionally known principals, including 
Alexandra Radius, Henny Jurriens, 
Francis Sinceretti, Maria Aradi, 
Rachel Beaujean and Clint Farha. 
‘The last two scored special success in 
the company’s recent one-week sea- 
son at London's huge Colisseum 
Theatre. Times critic John Percival 
called the company “powerful” and

He 
also contributed over 40 articles on 
violinists for the New Grove's sixth 
edition (1980). The Present volume 
came out shertly before bis death 
lust year, at the age of 77. : 
In addition to the solid scholurship 
of Great Masters, the technical 
aspects of violinistics, its changes 
and developments, Schwartz found 
space for the hunian element, treat- 
ing all the outstanding performing 
Personalities and setting his bio- 
graphical sketches in their historical 
context and the perspective of their 
national schools.

We sat at the table, Ben Ya'acov 
took a cosh out of his breast pocket 
and showed it ty the Iragi. “It's the 
latest model, from: Germany.” Ben 
Ya’acoy snid, 

Instead of reacting with surprise, 
the Iraqi examined the instrument 
with professional interest and slap- 
ped it on his palm. "Very nice,” he 
said. 

Ben Yua'acov then took brass 


Our host started to speak. His 
voice was warm and sincere. Mis 
fespect for Daniel Ben Ya'ncoy was 
Overwhelming, The man's a genius, 
he said, he was convinced of it; he 
used that word, not in flattery, but as 
astatement of fact, many times dur-

He related how, in 1952, Ben 
Ya'acov, whom he had known for 
Several years and with whom he had 
had “dealings,”* had told him direct- 
ly that Isrucl Beer was a Russian spy.

The only man of whom Beer was 
Prepared to speak with a taint of 
"espect was Prime Minister Ben- 
Gurion. But he, too, came under his 
firs for not heeding his advice, In the 
year preceeding the Sinai Campaign, 

er complained frequently that the 

Hime Minister did not even sum- 
Mon him once to discuss current 


problems, although he, Beer, had 


sed as “military adviser to the 
Ptime minister,” 

it was with notable satisfaction 
that he stressed, after the Sinai Cam- 
PRign was played up and forgotten, 


hind Ben-Gurion had had a talk with 
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AS QUR HOST ped Ren 
Yitacov's contidence over the years 
Ben Yatacav gave him more and 
more stitling intermation: Beer 
had never cained a doetorate as he 
had claimed, bad never served in the 
Spanish Civil War, and had never 
attended a military academy. Every 
piece of information given to our 
host by Ben Ya'acuv in 1952 was 
comirmed at Beer's trial almost ἃ 
decade biter, 

It was the same information Ben 
Ya‘acov had given to at least five 
officers in the Israeli intelligence 
services 10 years before Beer 
artested., But the information was 
never acted upan. Instead, eur host 
tecalled, Ben Ya'acov himself be- 
came (he object of sveret: service 
attention. 

Both our host and the former 
intelligence agent recalled clearly 
how in early 1952 Ben YaTacov was 
placed under investigation by the 
Shin Bet. They gave me the mame of 
the investigating officer - a man who 
later became an official in the Prime 
Minister's Office. 

From then on, they recall, Ben 
Ya'acov's life became a nightmare. 
He was heaten up on street corners 
(hence the habit of carrying brass 
knuckles and a cosh); he was accused 
of rape by a prostitute who, it was 
later proved, had been hired to make 
the charge; the woman he was living 
with Jeft him after he was accused of 
murder. 

He was followed, hounded, victi- 
mized with systematic cruelty. 


THE HORROR of Ben Yi'ncov's 
life was related with sincerity and 
passion by the two men, whose 
names | know, While they spoke, 
Ben Ya'acov remained silent, his 
arms folded across his chest, under 
the green handkerchief in the breast 
pocket of his green jacket, ΠῚ was 
only when [ asked why the secret 
service had allowed Beer to continus 
spying und took it out on Ben 
Ya'avov that he began talking. [is 
words came slowly ut first, and then 
gushed out, 

“Because,” he almost screamed, 
“the mun they sunt to check ig on 
me was at Soviet agent himself. By 
God, his entire family was there, 
being huld hostage by the KGB to 
ensure the loyalty of their man in the 
Shin Bet, Ask them, they know what 
I'm saying is true," he said, pointing 
lo his two friends. Both nodded in 
agreement, 

He then went on to trace the 
enreer of the Shin Bet investigator -- 
nearer that took him through sever- 
al senior defence posts, including 
one ot the Prime Minister’s office, 


One understood, from Beer's 
sueers, that he heartily disliked Rav- 
Aluf Moshe Dayan. Te accused 
Dayan of pushing his way up, though 
he had not distinguished himself at 
all in the War of Independence. 
Lately ho became just us vicious in 
respect of Mr. Shimon Peres, 
although it was through the latter's 
support that Beer wus uppointed 
professor of military history at Tel 
Aviv University. 


BEER USED lto_grumble over the 
“excessive secrecy” of the keepers 
of the archives — “alter five years, 
practically all military stuff is out of 
date and can be seen by 
everybody,” he argued, 

But he personally knew all 
the senior officers, and he was al- 
ways a good man to have a soldierly 
talk with, so he fad no difficulty in 
making the contacts he wished. His 
office was, at first, in the main build- 
ing of the Ministry of Defence. But 
he was later moved, much to his 
dissatisfaction to a far corner of the 
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wntil he was detained, yuestioned 
wd fired some 15 years later, 

lcoy maintains that there 
‘conspiracy ail the highest levels 
of the seeret service at the time -τ a 
conspiracy ( protect those who 
knew that Beer was a spy, but were 
afraid to admit that they had allowed 
him (o slip through their net. 

Instead of arresting Beer, they 
decided to silence Ben Ya'acov, the 
svurce of their embarrassment, 
through intimidation and violence, 
while at the same time steering Beer 
away fram the sources of highly 
sensitive information. Those who 
wanted to silence Ben Ya'acov 
allowed themselves to operate with 
no holds barred, slowly driving the 
man to the brink and alienating him 
from those who believed in him, 

A turned agent, self-interest at the 
highest levels of the secret service. 
and licence to act with freedont and 
in secrecy converged into a force that 
protected Beer fur 11 years, and 
made Ben Ya‘acov’s life hell far over 
3 years. 


THE END of Israel Beer's spying 
career came when a Secret service 
official, routinely watching the 
movements of a diplomat at the 
Soviet Embassy in Tel Aviv, witness- 
ed a meeting between Beer and that 
official, The “watcher" - who,

Embussy reached the head of the 
service, he could no longer cover up 
~ too many people inside knew too

It had taken 11 years to brenk the 
wall that protected Beer. And in the 
process Duniel Ben Ya'acov himself 
broke down. He got no satisfaction 
when Beer was arrested and sent- 
enced to 15 years’ imprisonment. He 
felt only a deep anger that justice 
had been denied for so long. 


CAN ONE allow oneself to believe 
Ben Ya'acov? [5 it possible that his 
story is true, that he was hounded 
and persecuted? 

Or is it all the invention of a 
brilliant puranoid's imagination? 

When we asked Ben Ya‘acov the 
question, he didn't take offence. 
“Rather a parunoid than perse- 
cuted," he answered, “T have given 
you names; I have introduced you to 
cye-witnesses and 1 have shown you 
evidence.

The thread that runs through the 
Discount group is a unified mi 
ment strate au conceptual 
approach that has heen formulated 
and implemented aver a period of 
more than Mt yeurs. 

It is clear that the group of 
scientisis-cum-entreprencurs that 
have emerged al the helm af the 
major success stories - Elfie Ari 
and Arthur Low of Scitez, Uzia Galil 
of Elvon, and Avral Suhami of 
Elscint -- are the key figures without 
whom nothing would have been in- 
itiated. [et alone achieved. Their 
backers at Discount are the first to 
admit, indeed sttess. this point. 
Even today. when the scale of their 
success has tured them to divest 
some of their overall control, their 
role is still crucial. 

But if these founders are the jack- 
eys who rode their individual horses 
fo victory, the fact that they ill 
operate from the same stable must 
fell us something about the trainer. 

The identity of the’ trainer at the 
Discount stable is nu secret-Dan 
Totkowsky. the vice-chairman and 
managing-director of the Discount 
Investment Corporation (DIC since 
its foundation in 1961, and concciver 
of its role evun befrre its creation. 

Tolkowsky was the man with the 
vision to see the shape of the future 
before anyone else. As long ane as 
the ‘50s, he understood clearly the 
teed to develop the industrial base 
of the young country. He suw that 
the direction in which to muve was 
towards emerging, lechnology- 
” oriented industries. The achieve- 
τι Ment of the owners of the growing.

i had by then inherited the 
business that their father, Leon, had 
founded in the °3Us - was that dey 
accepted the pictare ol the future 
that ‘Tolkowsky. then fresh) from 
command af the TAF. lid: before 
them. And they backed him, not just 
with direeled government loans, but 
with dheir own hard cash. 

The distinguishing features of this 
founding group, whtch also included 
the Recanutis’ ally, Benno Glitter, 
Was their athility to da two: very 
important, but usually incompatible, 
things at the same time: they stood 
with their feet firnily on the ground 
and they saw over the horizon. 

The translation of vision into real- 
ity is hardly a simple process, The 
minagement criteria and polished 
techniques that are now used at DIC 
and throughuut the Discount group 
were not picked wp in easy lessons 
from a training manual, or acquired 
al management seminars. They were 
learned slowly and painfully from 
trial and ervor, and often hifter ex- 
perience. 

Some of the hiunders made along 
the way were hardly fess breathtak- 
ing than the eventual successes. Fur 
example, in the early 1970s, Elbit 
was an ambitions little company, 
struggling to produce new products 
in the computer ficld that might 
enable it τὸ break into the burgeon- 
ing world market. Uzia Galil and his 
men came up with a mini-computer 
that was, at the time, state of the art. 
Everyon DIC was very impress- 
ed and excited. 

Why, then. did Elbit not become 
the Apple ur even the Commodore 
of that time? B τς Unfortunate- 
ly, ng ong in Israel had the faintest 
ides how to go about marketing such 
an invention, [tis scarcely an exag- 
geration ty say thit the thing salona 
shelf and watehed the computer 
world pass it by. 


A LESS-DETERMINED breed of 
men would have been knocked out 
by such an experience. The broad 
buse of DIC allowed it to continue

Itis almost incredible today, when 
we speak of [sraeli multinationals 
which take on and beat General 
Electric, Siemens, Philips and the 
fest on their own territory, so to 
speuk, to recall that 12 years ago this 
was all a dreain of 1 few visionaries 
who were building entirely from 
scratch, creating a revolution in the 
Israeli economy... Ἶ 
Having identified and admitted 
their own weuknesses, Tolkowsky 
and his protéges set about rectifying 
maiters. They went to the U.S. to 
learn first-hand how the American 
giants had met and overcome similar 
problems when they were in the 
diaper stage. They also invited far- 
cign firms to help them directly, by 
becoming partuers in some of their 
Projects. In this way the Israelis 
would get the manageriat and 
marketing know-how they needed to 
Join the big lengue, while the fur- 
¢igners would benefil from the brains 


and inventiveness of the Israeli firms,

FURTHER shocks were in store. 
however. Elseint and Sites, for inst- 
anee, are the superstars af the last 
few years. But for most of the 70 ς 
they, tou, were “carried” by their 
Parents during the extensive perio 
of teething and growing pains they 
endured before their new technolo- 
gies became saleable products. 
Then, when they thought they were 
in the clear, they underwent another 
rude awakening. Selling the product 
is, in many respects, only the begin- 
ning of an association with a specific 
customer. After-sales service is even 
more important than making the sale 
itself, for a number of reasons. 

First, the complex systems these 
companies produce are not the kind 
of things you just plug in and switch 
on. The personnel of the purcl asing 
organization. have to be trained to 
use them and deal with problems. 

Second, each system has an array 
of ancillary and back-up equipment, 
which the user may become in- 
terested in after mastering and 
absorbing the basic items that he 
bought to start with. 

Third, with or without additional 
equipment, the basic system itself 
will become obsolete within a few 
years, so great is the technological 
progess in these fields. The produc- 
Ing company knews this as well as 
the buyer, snc both sides are looking 
for it relationship that is not a one- 
time encounter, but ἢ long-lasting 
and deepening fon of cooperation. 

If the producer is unable to form 
and maintain that kind of link. ie. if 
he hasn't gut the follow-up service 
and the plans for the next model 
ready at hand (in fact he should have 
the next model at the mock-up stage 
and be working on the next technolo- 
ἐν in the laboratory when he sells the 
first model}, then he’s not in the 
game. at least not for very long, and 
his potential customers will treat him 
accordingly.

In this 
there was no “arm‘s-length™ 
approach —he toak control on the 
spol, moving, so to 5 
the general staff to 
mand. The result was that a rout 
was transfarmed into an orderty 
retreat, even, in some respects, 
into a qualified victory. 

An American outfit, would 
simply have firec all the workers, 
written off the loss and called in 
the receiver.

shouted ‘Kill the Jews," and. the 
soldiers started shooting at the win- 
dows," 

A boy scout was seen to tike his 
knife and slit open the belly of 
a womun seven months pregnant. 
(Newspapers reported at the time 
that this woman was killed, but she 
survived and lives today in the Un- 
ited States.) In all, according {o 
official, often contradictory, statis- 
tics, between 36 and 42 Jews died 
und 70-80 were injured at Planty 
Street; vet Jews were ulsa murdered 
around Kielce, in buses and trains on 
the way to and from the hospital. and 
the real toll was close to 100 killed 
and over 200 injured. 


THE POGROM immediately gener- 
ated great public excitement und 
elicited virtually unanimous condem- 
nation from’ the Polish Press, 
Newspapers carried details of the 
gruesome incident and the subse- 
quent trial. Even the government- 
sinctioned press demanded a full 
investigation and the bringing to 
justice of both the actual murderers 
and the organizers of the pogrom. 
The prosecutor acknowledged tht 
the riot was an “organized provoca- 
tion.” In the end. 100 people were 
arrested, 12 were openly tried, and 
nine Were reported executed, 
although it was later discovered, but 
never unnounced in Poland, that

most of the nine were in fact re- 
leased, 

Those who were executed had 
been convicted of murder. But the 
planners of the pogrom were never 
identifed or pursued, The official 
investigation was riddled with om 
sions and marred by unasked ques- 
tions and deliberate concealment. 
Among the most glaring points: 

O Only after the boy returned 
home, ‘allegedly having escaped 
from the Jews, at 11 o'clock the night 
before the pogrom, did the father 
report his son's two-day absence. 
and even then the militiamen told 
them to report the following mom- 
ing. At the trial, a certuin peasant 
from Bieluki, 28 km. north of Kielce, 
gave evidence, reported only by the 
opposition paper, that little Henio 
hud come to his village on July I, had 
stayed with ἃ neighbour and had not 
returned to Kielce until July 3, the 
day before the pogrom. This neigh- 
bour was never called as a witness. 
Nor were the boy's father and 
mother called as witnesses. The boy 
Stated in the presence of security 
officials after the pogrom that the 
Bielaki peasant had told him to ac- 
cuse the Jews and threatened him 
with a beating if he did not comply, 
Despite this and other versions of 
the alleged kidnappng, the. whole 
matter never was brought up at the 
trial, which deale only with the actual 
murders by the mob. 

ΓΙ The question of the officer who 
shot Dr. Kahane was not raised at 
the trinl. A Jewish witness to the 
shooting interviewed by investiga- 
tors never appeared in court, and the 
officer who was suspected was 
arrested hut afterwards released 
undera post-election amnesty. 

O Two ‘security agents killed dur- 
ing the pogrom were praised in the 
next day's papers as heracs who tried 
to save Jews. But they were never 
mentioned again. ‘They had prob- 
ably been employed to help organize 
the pogrom and were murdered be- 
cause they knew too much. - ° 

O The army unit dispatched from 
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Warsaw arrived seven hours after 
the pogrom and finally dispersed the 
crowd, Travel from Warsaw takes 
only three hours. 

O Various officiats were arrested 
for “dereliction of duty." but none 
was ever brought to trial; ind those 
remanded in custody were quietly 
released soon afterwards. For exam- 
ple Major Wladyslaw Sohezynski, 
chief of the District Public Security 
Office in Kielce, a Soviet agent since 
1942 and a notorious unti-Semite, 
had received intelligence reports 
long before the pogrom that anti- 
Jewish riots might break out in 
Kielce; but he did nothing other than 
send the reports to Warsaw, where 
the matter received similarly cursory 
attention. The chief of Soviet advis- 
ers in Poland at the time of the 
Pogrom objected to Sobczynski's 
arrest, arguing that the riot had 
resulted not from Sobezynski's negli- 
gence, but from thé provocation of 
the Jews who had returned and re- 
claimed their Property from local 
residents. Sobczynski was subse- 
quenily cleared and given an impor- 
tant promotion, 

Another arrested official, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Kuzminski, 
communder of the District Militia, 
met quite a different fate. His widow 
today reports that Kuzminski was 


- visited by a Soviet security officer 


just before the pogrom. After a long 
meeting, Kuzminski was said to have 
emerged very nervous and gone out 
of the house. His wife went into the 
bedroom, where the meeting had 
taken place, noticed something 
wrong with the bed, and discovered 
ἃ sum of money in foreign currency 
hidden in it, 

_She says she knows her husband 
did not keep the money for himself.

THE TESTIMONY of survivors and 
witnesses af the pogrom smd related 
events that has come out of Poland 
Since 1946 suguests Soviet planning 
of the pogrom. The full truth lies in 
the archives that are seuled and 
closely guarded by Soviet and Polish 
authorities. 

The fact remains that the Suviets 
had the most to gain from the pog- 
rom. The opposition, officially 
blamed for the tragie event, was 
certainly guilty of exploiting anti- 
Jewish prejudice among backward 
elements of the population in its 
struggle against communist rule in 
Poland, but no proof ofits direct 
involvement was ever found. It suf- 
fered a significant political setbuck, 
its reputation abrond was clearly 
tarnished as a result of the pogrom. 
Moreover, the attention of the West- 
em media was turned away from the 
falsifying hy the Polish authorities of 
an important plebiscite. 

The Soviets, on the other hand, 
realized an important political goal 
when the mass emigration of Jews 
from Poland overloaded the dis- 
Placed persons’ cumps in the West- 
ern zones of Germany and Austria 
and seriously taxed British rule in 
Palestine. The anti-Jewish outbursts 
in Poland also served as a pretext for 
tightening the Soviet grip on the 
Polish security apparatus by demon- 
strating that even communist Poles 


.Were incapable of maintaining law 


and order on their own, 

The Polish communist authorities 
also stood to gain from (he pogrom. 
They managed to assign blame for 
the pogram to their political enemies 
both inside the country and in exile 
and to discredit all those opposing 
the Soviet regime, presenting them- 
selves in the West as the defenders of 
the persecuted remnants of Polish 
Jewry. They could, morcover, jus- 
tify any future police repressions as 
necessary to curb “the anti-Semitic 
elements of the population.” 

The Jewish exodus, for which the 
Kielce pogrom provided εἰ major 
motivation, harmonized with their 
policy of reconstructing Poland with- 
in new frontiers as a socially and 
ethnicully homogeneous state. elimi- 
nating the last “national minority” 
which claimed not only equality of 
tights but also freedom of national 
expression and cultural autonomy. 

The relatively few Jews who de-" 


᾿ cided to remain in Poland despite the 


growing hostility of the population 
would have no option but to become

distinction stems from its inquiry 
into the transition process: not only, 
he says. must present ills be, di- 
agnosed and a remedy found, but 
between diagnosis and cure a series 
of tests must be made of the way 
global politics, economy, and 80 
forth are being handled. He admits 
that there is no coherent body of 
theory to draw upon and that 
WOMP's main virtue is the commit- 
ment of its adherents to finding long- 
range strategies to promote 


“humane politics.” He uses the word 
normative a lot -- maybe four or five 
times on every page - which accord~ 
ing to my dictionary means relating 
to or establishing a norm; since he 
equates humaneness with the politic- 
al norm, a condition seldom applied 
to it, he joins the group he took to 
task in the beginning for believing 
their way [8 the right way and the 
one which the world must be 
educated to follow. 


NOT OF course that most of us 
wouldn't like to add a dash of hu- 
maneness to the political stew, or 
that Falk should be blamed for ex- 
pressing the general wish. The 
dream of one world, furthermore,to 
be realized via the Lengue of Nations 
and the United Nations, is cherished 
by a respectable number of states- 


men, and continues to achieve a kind 
of actuality through such organiza- 
tions as UNESCO and UNICEF. 
Falk's suggested ban on nuclear 
weapons, based as they are on the 
ecological threat to and eventual 
extinction of the entire world, have 
already been seconded in many 
quarters; similarly, his proposal to 
‘eliminate paverty by providing work 
on an international level seems far 
more practicable and dignified than 
the existing dole to poor nations. 
Falk further believes that the state 
system is even now being super- 
seded, and makes possible a global 
society and cooperative organiza- 
tions. This is a view that long ago 
found adherents. Economic, geog- 
raphic and organizational intercon- 
nectedness make transnational ac- 
tion and negotiation so common that 
we seem to have gone some way up 


or down the line toward one-- 


worldedness. ᾿ 
My argument is therefore not with 
Falk's basic proposal. 1 object to his 
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tepetitiveness, his use of 10-year-old 
material now invalid or irrelevant, 
and his high-flown verbosity. “My 
analysis procecds from the convic- 
tion,” for instance, is a pretty fancy 
way of saying “I think.” To be 
effective he must also be concise and 
direct; he must lighten his touch. He 
is so deadly serious, so long-winded, 
that his argument is crushed by the 
weight of his words, 

It is, however, necessary to point 
out that his discussion of the anarch- 
ist approach to world order deserves 
close attention. When a book 
abounds in platitudes, as this does, 
about the condition of the world and 
the parlousness of the state system, it 
is refreshing to come upon a theory 
that is only rarely expressed.

Cowardly betrayer 
of his verbal life ~ collaborator with 
the enemies of his filthy mouth. 
Unconsciously suppressing his talent 
for fear of what it'd do next.” 

This might be a reasonable 
enough explanation for all those 
offended Jewish readers of Carmovs- 
Ay; they believe at the very least that 
every tooth should fall aut af Zuck- 
erman’'s head except one, und that 
one should give him such a pain- 
--But. Zuckerman thinks that di- 
‘gnosis too conventional, 

Nol that Zuckerman has any het- 
ter explanation for the pain; not that 
the pain will even permit him to 
think straight about it. ‘The only 
thing he ean think about is his writ- 
ing, und his tragedy is that he ean 
only think about it because he can't 
doit. Nor is it just that his writing has 
alienated him from family and com- 
munily. The larger share of the prob- 
lem is that: 

“Zucker ud lost his subject. 
His health, his hair, and his subject. 
Just as well he couldn't find a posture 
for writing. What he'd made. his 
fiction from was gone -- his birth- 
Place the burnt-out landscape of a 
racial war and the people who'd 
been giants to him dead...No new 
Newark was going to Spring up nguin 
for Zuckerman, not like the first 
One: no fathers like those pioneering 
Jewish fathers bursting with tabuos. 
No sons like their sons boiling with 
temptations... Without a father and a 
mother and a homeland, he was no 
longer a novelist...Everything that 
Balvanized him had been exting- 
uished, leaving nothing unmistak- 
ably his and nobody else's to elai is 
exploit, enlarge, and reconstruct.”

It Is April, 1945. Hitler has just 
learned of Gosring’s desire to.

Captain Hellmann, is given a small

Now we've seen Roth's Protagon- 
ists as paticnts before: Fortney pout- 
ing wn the couch, David Kepesh 
(whe in The Breast cumed into u 
tilanie ΠῚ} immubilized in his hospit- 
al hammock. aml the numerous 
walking wounded of the sexual wars 
(from Goodbye. Cohtunhus on 
through fhe Professor of Desire), 
No previous patient. however, has 
ever seemed quite su sad as Zucker- 
man. 

Most of Roth's previous protagon- 
ists have reacted to their ill by 
striking out, usually with the blunt 
instrument: of vituperative: mona- 
logue. Nathan has nie one to strike. 
And regardless of how hopeless his 
desire for medical school, Zucker- 
man is the first Roth character to 
attempt la mend himself through 
being useful to others, 

‘That he fails is bis triumph. Drag- 
ging himself to Chicago to visit the 
medical school, he ends up once 
more in hospital. This time, because 
of a bizarre accident, he hus his 
mouth wired shut. Eventually he has 
to learn to use language all over 
again. The irony is hardly lost on the 
writer. 


ZUCKERMAN gets his busted 
mouth during a lust gasp of Jewish 
antrum. But equally significant is 
that just before his accident, Zucker- 
man cin be moved to make an 
observation as touching and us ten- 
der as this: 

“They belong to another history, 
these old Jewish people, a history 
that is net ours, a way of being and 
loving that is not ours, that we do not 
want for ourselves, that would be 
horrible for us, and yet, because of 
that history, they cannot leave you 
unaffected when their faves show 
such fear.” 

When, we may well nsk ourselves, 
has a Roth protagonist ever before 
sounded such a compassionate note? 
The marvel is that by creating a 
character with a cureer and tempera- 
ment that so parailels his own (Zuck- 
ermian late in the nevel even writes a 
sentence that closely paraphruses 
the first line in this book), Roth 
seems to have broken through the 
narrow constraints of the subjet that 
5 preaccupied so much of his wril- 
ing in recent years: the writer's lot. 

It certainly appenrs to be a break- 
through for Nuthan Zuckerman 
(RIP), and we can only hope that it 
truly is for his creator. Zuckerman is 
going to live with his pain and get on 
with his life. a

‘The motto is usually part 
of the cuitt-of-inms. One of the ear: 
fiest can be fonnd. even today, on 
the manhole-covers of Rome: 
S.P.Q.R. Avearding to Latin seho- 
lars, it stands far δόμεν populasque 
Romanus. U is attributed to Julius 
Caesar, and for some obscure reason 
became an armorial motto of Queen 
Elizabeth 1. However, according ta 
an acquaintance of mine. i “terrous 
residualist™ (read scrapmerchant), it 
means “Small Profits, Quick Re- 
turns.” 

Armorial πιο νον were the crea- 
tion of medieval Kurope, for then 
Latin was the dingea franca of edu- 
cated men. So Latin is the language 
of venerable heraldry. 

The heraldic motte flowered at 
the times of the Crusides -- the first 
international movement in Europe. 
‘There was a need for ways of disting- 
uishing the English fran the French, 
and the Danes from the Tilia con- 
tingent. After the Norman conquest 
French beeame the dominant [an- 
guage, and Diew et men Droit has 
been the motlo of Brinsh sovercigns 
Since then.

[lowever, (hese arguments ignore 
the large sums of money invested by 
major Western corporations in re- 
semeh and development, the shoddi- 
ssof most pirate goods, the result- 
ing unemployment in the industrial 
nations, and the stifling effect such 
slavish copying has on industrial and 
manufacturing research in the Third 
World, Also large overseas firms ire 
unwilling to invest in countries 
where their latest products are being 
copied with impunity. . 

In some cases, counterfeits are 
killers. Taiwanese brake linings, 
sold in Nigeria in fake Ferodo boxes, 
may be responsible for dozens of 
deaths there cach year. They have 
one-sixth of the stopping power of 
the genuine Ferndo product. Com- 
pared with that, commonly-found 
pharmaceutical phonies such as 
sleeping pills that do not induce 
sleep and birth control pills that do 
not control births are minor hazards. 

But like the sea-borne pirates of 
old, their modern day equivalents 
are very difficult to eradicate. Their 
host countries unofficially tolerate 
them, attracted by the prospect of 
exports and reduced unemploy- 


ment, or by the bribes puid to gov- 
ernment officials to avoid prosecu- 
tion. 

Also, the counterfeits display con- 
sidcruble ingenuity. They register 
famous brand names in their own 
countries before the overseas com- 
panies can du so. Then they either 
sell their wares and exploit the repu- 
tation of the names, or oblige the 
companies to buy them uut. The 
French luggage makers Louis Vuit- 
ton found a shop in Seoul calling 
itself Louis Vuitton. After protests, 
the enterprising shopkeeper put up 
a new title in small letters, with 
“Formerly 1... Vuitton” weit large 
beneath it. One Mexican imitator 
and merchandiser of “Cartier pro- 
ducts became so popular that Car- 
tier, in order to seal off a major 
source of bugus goods, signed him 
up as its official agent. 


MAJOR COMPANIES are not 
without remedies. If the piracy is 
taking place in their own country, 
the courts can be used to good effect. 
In England, a ring of video coun- 
terfeiters had to pay £750,000 in 
damages as ἃ result of the attentions 
of the film industry's anti-piracy 


squad. In the case of other countries. 


big firms have enlisted their own 
governments to put pressure on 
these countries to suppress the 
menace. One delegation of British 
MPs, concerned at the level of bogus 
“British” garments, toured a textile 
factory in Taiwan, and found the

management indignantly protesting 
that their materials were too good to 
have to be sold under false pre- 
tences, It was doubtless an unfortun- 
ate accident that the puide showed 
the distinguished visitors u length of 
cloth with its “Made in Britain" label 
already attached. 

But without a determined effort 
by the host government, the pirntes 
do well. In the mid-Seventies, Hong 
Kong hit on the ideal formula to get 
tid of music-tape cupiers: a new 
criminal law which shifted the onus 
of proof onto the pirate to show the 
court he did not know he was dealing 
with copyright-infringing material, 
in addition to stiff penalties, and 
coordinated police action. The illeg- 
al industry wus all but wiped out. 
However, most countries, even the 
industrialized ones, do nut provide 
tough enough legislation, and the 
police ure reluctant to move against 
offenders who are only likely to 
receive derisory punishment if con- 
victed. In consequence, organized 
crime hencfils from the counterfeit- 


* ing business. And Hong Kong is still 


bedevilled by other types of pirate 
organizations. 

International couperation to set 
up an organization equipped to fight 
the trade in fakes is mot likely to 
happen in the near future. Efforts 
made by large companies to press for 
decisive global action have found- 
ered on the divergence of the in- 
terests of American and European 
firms, the opposition of some Third 
World countries, and an unwilling- 
hess to regard this kind of frand as a 
major problem.

FINALLY, my own rather personal 
if sad experience heraldry. It pays 
belated homage to Moritz Feder, a 
Viennese refugee from Nazi oppres- 
sion, who became a humble servant 
in an evén more humble boarding- 
house in London's Bayswater. A 
doctor of philology, his job was to 
clean our rooms, muke our beds and 
cook and serve our breakfasts. He 
had all the dignity of the Kaiserliche 
und Kgnigliche ways of his native 
Vienna. Thai is to say, his manner 
suggested both an English butler and 
the Pope. He accepted his sudden 
descent in the world with aristocratic 
fortitude. To the door of his dump 
basement-room, he had attached a 
print-up of the armorial bearings of 
the Prince of Wales, which consisted 
of three feathers wbove the motto:

This was as nice a slice of self- 
depreciating humour, and us biting a 
commentary on the ways of the 
world, as Thomas Gray in his Elegy: 

The boast of heraldry, she pomp of

And all that beauty, all that wealth

Awaits alike dv inevitable hour, 

The paths uf glary lead but te the 

grave. : 


ing ways. There used to be a thriving 
unofficial tee in “Swiss watches 
between Taiwan and Communist 
China. The Communists eventually 
caught on to the deception practised 
upon them, and paid for the next 
consignment with gold-pointed iron 
bars, in place of gold ingots. The 
trade ended soon afterwards. In 
America video pirates who copied 
certain [ihns found that the Mafia 
was Interested in them. The movies 
involved were financially backed by 
the mob, who soon found ways of 
Protecting their investment. Illegal 
prints of such films remain hard to 
cone by. 

Such incidents are rare, and, until 
world-wide action is taken, coups 
such as the paperback publication by 
an Indian publisher of John le Car- 
ré’s Smiley's Penpic, before the buok 
had appeared anywhere in hard- 
back, will be common. The present 
frustration can be summed up by the 
true story of the private investigator 
who led a detachment of military 
Police in a raid on an unofficial 
cosinetics factory in Indonesia. Huvy- 
ing bribed the detachment and hay- 
ing treated them all to a slap-up 
meal, he saw them seize the counter- 
feit materials and take them back to 
their compound. He then caught his 
fellow-raiders trying to make off 
with the booty. He solved the prob- 
lem by calling upon the genuine 
manufacturer's best friend: the 
Steamroller. The cosmetics were 
mangled beyond recall. 

The subject of this book is serious, 
but the abundance of humorous inci- 
dents, and its casy journalistic style, 
make it accessible to the casual read- 
er. a 
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
